Im  1550  West  Mockingbird  Lane,  Dallas,  Texas.  Representing  Taylor  Publishing,  Ed  Patrick,  Jr.  served  as  our 
^ local  yearbook  sales  representative  and  Liz  Hernandez  served  as  our  account  executive. 

The  cover  of  Ciarla  1998  was  originally  designed  by  Mitzi  Stein,  former  Editor-in-Chief,  and  finalized  by  the  Taylor 
Publishing  art  department.  The  cover  is  leather  embossed  with  a customized  stamped  foil.  Paper  stock  of  801b. 
enamel  was  used  throughout  the  entire  book.  All  layouts  were  done  using  a 16  column  method.  Most  headlines 
are  a combination  of  48/48  rinna  and  48/48  reporter;  body  copy  is  15/17  or  12/14  rinna;  captions  are  10/12 
rinna  italic;  panels  are  8/9  malibu  bold;  and  folios  are  12/12  brush. 

Portraits  were  taken  by  Merin  Studios,  Inc.,  2981  Grant  Avenue,  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania,  191 14,  as  well  as  the 
majority  of  the  candid  shots.  Merin's  representative  to  Ciarla  was  Steve  Merin.  Mike  Falk  and  the  Muhlenberg 
College  Public  Relations  Department  supplied  both  sports  and  general  campus  photographs. 

Volume  106  of  Ciarla  is  256  pages  in  length.  600  copies  were  ordered,  450  for  the  graduating  seniors,  30  for 
administrators  and  departments  of  Muhlenberg  College,  and  120  ordered  by  underclassmen.  The  total  publishing 
cost  for  Ciarla  1998  was  approximately  $29,000.00.  All  layout  and  copy  work  was  done  using  CJltraVision  for 
Windows  by  Taylor  Publishing.  The  office  of  Ciarla  is  located  in  the  basement  of  Prosser  Hall.  The  office  telephone 
number  is  610-821-3237.

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his  yearbook,  Ciarla  1998,  symbolizes  the  apathy  that  continues  to  fester  and  spread  at  Muhlenberg 
College.  After  coming  out  from  underneath  an  enormous  debt  in  1 993  caused  by  apathetic  students  and 
administrators,  Muhlenberg  College  was  postured  to  publish  a high-quality  and  memorable  yearbook  with 
dedicated  and  loyal  leadership.  This  held  true  for  three  years  under  my  leadership  (from  1993  to  1996)  and  under 
the  leadership  of  Mitzi  Stein  in  1997.  Unfortunately,  Mitzi  was  unable  to  manage  the  1998  yearbook.  Mitzi  was 
forced  to  resign  from  her  position  in  March  of  1999  after  numerous  discussions  between  Jenifer  Lembo,  Mike 
Bruckner,  Rudy  Ehrenberg,  Student  Council  and  me.  At  this  point  in  time,  more  than  75%  of  the  book  was  yet  to 
be  finished.  The  majority  of  this  yearbook  was  scraped  together  by  Jenifer  Lembo,  Ed  Patrick,  Jr.  and  me  during 
the  month  of  March;  the  time,  resources,  and  help  were  not  available  for  the  publication  of  (what  I consider)  a 
quality  yearbook.  I will  not,  however,  apologize  for  the  quality  of  this  book.  If  not  for  Jenifer  Lembo  and  me,  this 
yearbook  would  have  never  been  published. 

The  near  failure  of  the  1998  yearbook  is  directly  related  to  your  involvement.  I have  served  as  the  Ciarla  Alumni 
Advisor  for  three  years.  During  this  time,  I found  that  the  College  administration,  the  Student  Council,  and  the 
students  did  not  support  the  publication  of  the  yearbook  or  involve  themselves  in  its  publication  to  ensure  it  would 
be  completed.  For  the  students  that  graduated  in  1998,  please  recognize  the  necessity  to  become  involved  in  your 
community,  whether  it  be  “The  Muhlenberg  Community”  or  a community  out  in  the  “real  world.”
